New and Artistic 
Sweaters in Mode 


W insome Models Have Both 
Practical and Pictur­ 
esque Value. 


Sweaters have become so important 
a part of a woman’s dress that some 
of the hest designers are giving their 
attention to the creation of new and 
artistic models. 
The utility garment, 
having no claim whatsoever to “looks,” 
has long been in the market, but the 
comfort and the euse of it and the 
steadily 
increasing 
popularity 
of 
sports dress spurred the modistes to 
develop the possibilities of the sweat­ 
er In both beauty and style. 
The re 
suit, notes a fashion authority in the 
New York Times, has been a great 
variety of models having both prac­ 
tical and picturesque value, and in 
consequence a broadening of the field 
in the designing of all forms of the 
sweater and In its use. 
Tim types of sweater now In vogue 
are bewildering as to material, form 
and color. For sendee at the .seashore 
or the 
mountains, for 
cross-country 
hikes, motoring, yachting and innum­ 
erable other purposes there are sweat­ 
ers of lightweight wool, knitted or 
woven, or cut from cloth. 
These em­ 
ploy the most vivid decorative colors. 
and some of them are swagger in the 
extreme, effacing the memory of the 
first models, seasons past, which were 
dreary, monotonous things, usually of 
gray or brown or flannel red. 
The 
combining of silk with wool of thistle­ 
down weight In the knitted sweaters is 
done with success, making them both 
useful and ornamental, for the wool 
provides the necessary warmth, and 
the 
thread of floss 
gives a 
lovely 
sheen to the surface. 
A sweater of 
this sort has the advantage of being 
more dressy in appearance til an one 
of all wool, and may be worn un 
more occasions. 
Fibre silk has created for the great­ 
er number of women a sweater that 
belongs in the category of silk and 
looks like silk, and yet may be had 
for a much lower price than the silk 
article.

Scalloped Lamp Shade 
Different From Others 
Here is a lamp shade that, simple 
and elegant, is different from tho gen­ 
eral run of lamp shades. 
Cover the 
frame in the usual manner. Make a 
four-inch ruffle of plaited silk the color 
of 
the lining 
of the shade. 
Four 
inches is a good width for a shade 
about twelve Inches deep. 
If yours is 
less make the ruffles less in propor­ 
tion ; if deeper, make it wider. Sew

ruffle of the top silk. This ruffle can 
he made double or a single one can 
be used if the lower edge is pivoted.

At each mark gather in the ruffle with 
vertical stitching. 
This will form the 
scalloped edge, which gives a petal 
effect to the shade. 
Finish the shade 
with two hands of gold braid Dimmed 
with tiny silk rosebuds.

So important was the event considered to a City ambit ious to 
become an important deep water port that the Toledo Chamber 
of Commerce gave a luncheon to the Ifolmblad’s captain. 
The 
Chamber will seek to m a k e the steel si ranger frcm 5,000 miles 
away the forerunner of a Copenhagen-to-Toledo line delivering 
pulpwood and other commodities direct from the old world to the 
muddy Jffadmee. 
The Toledo Chamber of Commerce believes in 
the St. Lawrence waterway and in local port development. 
The Dispatch has always maintained that establishment of 
Ihe St. Lawrence-Creat Lakes waterway will result in immense 
development of the Duluth-Superior port. 
The Lake Superior di­ 
vision of the Northern Pacific railway company taps this port. 
Ocean business at the port would work a tremendous increase 
of freight hauling by our division of the Northern Pacific and 
double trackage of its whole length would be imperatively nec­ 
essary. 
Increasing freight service would result in more train crews, 
more work at our Brainerd shops, more prosperity all around. 
There is no end to ^ h e development possible, affecting Duluth- 
Superior and all the inland empire tributary to the port. 
It would also do away with a lot of provincialism.

pEOPLE today make a ircquenl use of the term 
as applied to disabled ex-sei vice men, and many 
stand what it means. 
Disabled soldiers of our other wars were left to find their own 
way into some kind of work that they could do in spite of their 
war injuries, but it is not so with the disabled veterans of the 
World war. 
W ithin a few months after the war began,, it was 
wisely determined not to allow the disabled men to find their own 
way. unguided, back into the* industries, but to restore them to 
their former usefulness by means of a carefully supervised edu­ 
cation, following the line of their natural abilities, their ex­ 
perience, and their physical disabilities, so as to overcome the 
handicap produced by their injuries. 
Thus re-trained, they would 
be able to “carry on" successfully in spite of their wounds apd 
injuries. 
Then, after the soldier has been re-trained for some voca-. 
lion which he is able to follow’, he is taken in charge of the Em­ 
ployment Service oi the Veterans Bureau and a suitable position 
is found for him in a gainful occupation. 
When he is restored to 
a producing place in some line of industry he is considered fully 
rehabilitated and the obligation of the government faithfully dis­ 
charged, except possibly in one respect. 
To recompense him for his injuries, so far as money can be 
a recompense for physical loss, he is awarded compensation, pay- 
al le monthly, which represents his actual loss in earning* power, 
as compared with that of a normal man. 
Re-trained, placed in a 
good position, and granted compensation if his disabiihv still ex­ 
ists at the end of his training period, he is considered "rehabili­ 
tated."

The Toledo Cham ber of Commerce believes in 
the St. Lawrence waterway arid in local pert development. 
The Dispatch has always maintained that establishment of 
the St. Lawrence-Great Lakes w aterw ay will result in immense 
development of the Duluth-Superior port. 
The Lake Superior d i­ 
vision of the N orthern Pacific railway company taps this port. 
Ocean business at the port would work a tremendous increase 
of freight hauling by our division of the Northern Pacific and 
double trackage of its whole length would be imperatively nec­ 
essary. 
Increasing freight service would result in more train crews, 
more work at our Brainerd shops, more prosperity all around. 
There is no end to Uh* development possible, affecting Duluth- 
Superior and all the inland empire trib u ta ry to tin1 port. 
It would also do away with a lot of provincialism.

PEOPLE today make a frequent, use of Hie term “ rehabilitated” 
as applied to disabled ex-service men, and many do not under­ 
stand w hat it means. 
Disabled soldiers of our other w ars were left lo find their own 
way into some kind of work that they could do in spite of their 
w ar injuries, but it is not so with the disabled veterans of the 
World war. 
Within a Jew months a fte r the w ar began,, ii was 
wisely determined not to allow the disabled men to find their own 
way, unguided, back into the industries, but to restore them to 
their form er usefulness by means of a carefully supervised edu­ 
cation, following the line of their natural abilities, their ex­ 
perience, and their physical disabilities, so as to overcome* the 
handicap produced by their injuries. 
Thus re-trained, they would 
be able to “carry on” successfully in spite of their wounds and 
injuries. 
Then, afte r the soldier has been re-trained for some voca­ 
tion which he is able to follow, he is taken in charge of the E m ­ 
ployment Service of the Veterans Bureau and a suitable position 
is found for him iii a gainful occupation. 
When he is restored to 
a producing place in some line of industry he is considered fully 
rehabilitated and the obligation of the government faithfully dis­ 
charged, except possibly iii one respect. 
To recompense him for his injuries, so far as money can be 
a recompense for physical loss, he is awarded compensation, pay­ 
able monthly, which represents his actual loss in e a rn in g power, 
as compared with that of a normal man. 
Restrained, placed in a 
good position, and granted compensation if his disability still ex­ 
ists at the end of his training period, he is considered “rehabili­ 
tated.”

New York, Aug. 25.- Americ a'» success in tin* Olympic games wuh dun | 
r o t only to thn possession of a large number of superior dthietes, but also, 
to thn Care and fiu*> treatm ent given thn at hint or by tho managers and tra in ­ 
ers of the tonm. 
Charles Dean and George Browm, the two m anagers of thn team, w<r" 
on thn job constantly, and their « oncern tor the comfort and welfare of the 
C a m was In striking contrast to the actions of thn management of the 1920 
team, who acted on ihn assumption that thn team was not composer! of 
school boys, ami that they could take r a m of themselves. 
During the games thn managers and coaches of the t*nm worn not w e l l 
acquainted enough with the head waiters ol the Montmnrte cabaret 
and the 
ether bright-light places In Paris to call them by their first names and get 
choice tables. 
They were at Uorqitcncourt and the Colombes village with the 
athletes. 
They also had a team of men, but they know that the job of get 
ting ready and competing In tin* gomes was enough to occupy the attention 
of the men without bothering them with the task of finding something to cat 
ami some place to sleep, as lit«* athletes had to do in Antwer p. 
The coaching and training of Lawson Robertson, Walter Christie, Alonzo 
Ktagg. Eddie Farrell, Rill Haywood, Johnny Magee, Tom Keane and Joke 
Weber was splendid, and tire results of their attention, care and hard work 
was plainly apparent. 
Them were nr» star athletes hurt or ruined In train 
fng before the games, as there were In Antwerp, 
With the exception of 
i 
few had breaks In actual competition the coaches were able to get about 
100 per cent strength out of the team. 
While the team w*as most admirably handled there were brought out a 
few defects in tire management, which probably will la* corrected when th e 
arrangements a m being made In 1**28 for tie* trip to Amsterdam. 
The only complaint the athletes made 
and tl was not made In the bitter 
spirit that almost caused a rebellion in Antwerp 
was that the ram p was loo 
far away from the Colombes stadium. 
No place could have been picked a 
a more Ideal place to live than the Murat chateau at Uoeqiietieourt, and its 
lone had feature was not the result of poor judgment on the part ot the 
American committee, hut ram** as a result of the failure of the transportation 
to live up to the promised speed. 
Tlu* Roequeneourt villa was located about 12 miles from the Colombes 
stadium, and It was natural, perhaps, that Americans rlioiild ligure that tin* 
trip would not consume more than 30 minutes over good roads. 
Rut (lu* 
drivers of the busses operated on a s< hedute that was regularly about an 
hour and sometimes more. 
It was mentioned previously that many times tire athletes who com­ 
peted in thr* lute events nn lli<* program «till not arrive at their camp until 
the kitchen had closed. 
Thi 
was not the fault of the committee, however. 
No American h id thought of tlu* possibility of havinw the games started at 
3 o’clock and finishing as late as 9, 
It had been planned to house tin* athletes scheduled in early events 
overnight at th e folomllfs village, but the accommodations were so poor that 
anotiier carefully made plan had to le* abandoned through no fault of tin* 
committee. 
The bouncing and jostling in a bus over 12 mile 
did not help tlu* ath 
letes ami the irregularity of meals was also a handicap, hut tin* athletes 
knew Hint the French committee was to Maine, primarily, a i d tln \ did n’t 
grumble. 
The American committee, in the pe t, has had bigger problems to face 
than the managers of European teams, and tin same problems will have to 
he faced in tlu* future. 
It is reasonable to believe that in such goods hands 
as tin* team was this year that tin si* bigger problems will he met. 
Thr* Finns had an ideal camp. 
They were situated In a quiet village, 
near Colombes, within easy access of the stadium. 
The Americans might 
have had, anti would have hat! it place Just a 
good, if they only had lie* 
care of 70 athletes. 
Rut when there ¡ire more than 3o0 men and girls in 
take car© of, till* tank is it tremendous job. There wa 
not a spot closer than 
Roequeneourt whore the American committee could Hud space to house and 
feed such a small army Of athletes. 
Another slight defect in the management can he corrected in the future. 
There should be some way of sep,noting tin* athlete? who have finished com 
petition and those who are still ill training. 
The ««iinmitu** should keep tin* 
various units of tin* team together. 
The boxers and swimmers 
Mould not 
he housed near I he track athletes. 
It Is onlv natural that a .voting athlete who liar been training for months 
should seek a little entertainment after he has finished his competition. 
He should he allowed to keep the lights on after hours and slug and dance 
if be wants to. 
Rut In* should not do Ins celebrating in the sum** hut where 
a less fortunate companion is trying to get some r«*st for a hard competition 
on tlu* following day. 
These are all only minor grievances, however, and they can In* corrected. 
Under tin* circumstances tin* American committee could not have done a bet 
ter job. They had a big task 
and they delivered.
